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Casino developer bets big on cancer Relay

ike all teams in the upcoming 

Relay For Life of Agawam, 
Team Rossi has been raising mon- 
ey through fundraisers and per- 
sonal and business donations. But 
they hit the jackpot when a team 
member approached a company 
CEO for a donation. 

Robert Rossi expected to get 
some T-shirts. Instead, he got 
$10,000. 

Rossi, grandfather of team co- 
captain Courtney Barbieri, was in- 
troduced to James E. Allen, CEO of 


gaming operations for Hard Rock 
International at a meeting about the 
company’s plans to develop a casi- 
no resort in West Springfield on the 
Eastern States Exposition grounds. 
After the meeting, Rossi and Allen 
had a chance to talk — and discov- 
ered both had been touched by the 
effects of cancer. 

“T told him I had lost two daugh- 
ters to cancer as well as both par- 
ents,” said Rossi, a member of the 
Agawam City Council. “Jim spoke 
about his experiences and tragic 
losses as well. I explained that I 
could not let my experiences and 
losses go without a fight, and that I 
would do whatever it took to help

find a cure for this awful disease 
that destroyed so many lives and 
caused so much pain for so many 
families.” 

Rossi explained to Allen that 
Team Rossi was just a way — even 
if only a small way — to give hope 
to those touched by cancer. “More 
personally for me, the team is a 
way to honor and pay tribute to 
two beautiful girls, my daugh- 
ters Margo and Gina (Courtney’s 
mother), that cancer took from 
me,” he added. 

Barbieri, 26, has been partici- 
pating in Relay For Life for sev- 
eral years and had attended a few

Solar projects now online 


Town could save $1M over 20 years

he town of Agawam will ben- 

efit greatly from the comple- 
tion of not one but two solar 
projects, which are now officially 
operational, town officials con- 
firmed last week. 

The solar projects — one located 
on Main Street in Agawam and 
the other on Shoemaker Lane in 
Feeding Hills — were developed 
by Boston-based Citizens Energy 


Corporation — and will benefit HP 
Hood LLC and the town of Aga- 
wam respectively. 

According to Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen, the town will receive 
energy credits — estimated to save 
$1 million over 20 years — for the 
Shoemaker Lane site while dairy 
processing plant HP Hood will 
receive energy credits from the 
1.8 megawatt facility on the Main 
Street site. That solar farm abuts 
the manufacturing plant. 

“We can save, potentially, about 


$1 million over the course of 20 
years,’ Cohen told Agawam Ad- 
vertiser News last week. “Any 
savings that we have as a town 
is passed on to the community as 
we don’t have to increase the bud- 
get.” 

Likewise, the town collaborated 
with HP Hood to allow it to receive 
energy credits to reduce costs. The 
Main Street Hood facility is the 
only  distribution/manufacturing 
plant in New England and one of

Construction starts on Main Street

AGAWAM -— Motorists will 
experience minor delays around 
Main Street during the next sev- 
eral months as the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation 
(MassDOT) begins re-paving and 
sidewalk reconstruction through 
the area. 

Agawam Deputy Engineer 
Mike Albro said MassDOT is cur- 
rently out on Main Street making 


various markings for curb cuts and 
other preparations for the project. 

He says the DOT’s contractor 
will be out soon and that work will 
continue throughout this year. He 
was not able to say if the paving 
would be completed this year and 
MassDOT’s project manager did 
not return calls seeking comment 
on the project, which will affect 
residents and drivers throughout 
the summer. 

“In my opinion, Main Street is 
one of the most heavily traveled 
roads in Agawam,” said Albro. 


Heritage Hall West to host first car show

AGAWAM — Dan Deluck loves 
the shiny, sleek, and muscular-look- 
ing Chevy Camaros and Pontiac 
Firebirds of the mid-1960s. That’s 
what he hopes to see roll in to Heri- 
tage Hall West’s parking lot on Sat- 
urday, May 18. 

The health care facility is holding 
its first car show on that day from 1 
to 5 p.m. — mainly because of De- 
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luck’s passion and persistence. For 
most of the four years the 47-year- 
old has been a resident at the facil- 
ity, he’s yearned for a car show. 

“The men don’t have much to do 
here,” said Deluck, who has resided 
at Heritage Hall West since he suf- 
fered a stroke that caused a left- 
sided weakness. When Melinda 
Bolduc became the facility’s new 
recreation director several months 
ago, he again brought up his idea 
for a car show. 

Bolduc liked the idea so much 
that she and Deluck presented it to 
a meeting of the facility’s resident 
council. Deluck was thrilled when 
the council agreed to support the 


event. 

The car show — which is free to 
anyone who wants to enter a car or 
to see them — is among a number of 
changes Bolduc has begun to make 
for the male residents. 

“When I started at Heritage Hall 
West I felt that our programs were 
targeted more for women. As I de- 
veloped my own calendars, I started 
with basic men’s groups that would 
catch the eye of majority of men,” 
she said. 


Car show offers 

social interaction 
The basic groups for men re- 
volved around topics such as sports, 


beer, family, and woodworking. 
Through the programs Bolduc dis- 
covered the passions of men at the 
facility. 

“This is their home and I want 
the programs to be topics of their 
interest that give them something to 
look forward to,” she said. “Having 
a car show not only provides great 
social interaction for our men but it 
promotes a stronger sense of com- 
munity as we work with vendors, 
families, and companies in the 
community.” 

When Bolduc began organizing 
the car show, she told the men that 
it was their program and that she

“There will likely be some de- 
lays and some inconvenience for 
people.” 

According to the MassDOT 
website, the construction project 
was awarded at more than $3.7 
million. The website further states 
the project will continue into 2014, 
although MassDOT officials did 
not confirm that time estimate. 

The majority of the work being 
done will be simple resurfacing 
throughout Main Street. Many

When Kate Tierney was a student at Aga- 
wam High School, pole vaulting was her fa- 
vorite event in the track and field sports team 
she played on. But since her sophomore 
year, she has had to leap over a multitude of 
daunting obstacles in order to deal with an 
extremely rare autoimmune disease known 
as Churg-Strauss Syndrome, a form of vas- 
culitis that causes damage to tissue and or- 
gan systems. 

The disease usually begins as a severe 
form of asthma, but as it progresses, it af- 
fects the blood vessels in the lungs, the gas- 
trointestinal system and the nerves, which 
are often devastated, causing severe tingling, 
numbness, shooting pains, and severe mus-

cle wasting or loss of feeling and/or power 
in the hands or feet. In addition, it can affect 
the heart, skin, and kidneys. 

Tierney lives with excruciating pain every 
day, but the former athlete doesn’t let it stop 
her from doing volunteer work and living as 
normal of a life as possible. She has more 
than $100,000 in medical bills not covered 
by insurance and since she has been unable 
to work for several years, she has no income 
or way to pay for the mounting cost of medi- 
cations and treatments required to keep her 
alive. 

But that has never stopped her from try- 
ing to make a difference in her own life and 
the lives of others. When she was diagnosed 
at age 16 and doctors removed 25 percent 
of her right lung, she was told her she could 
no longer participate in sports. She missed a 
tremendous amount of school, but still man- 


Knapik announces passage 
of transportation aid 


BOSTON-— State Sen. Michael R. 
Knapik, R-Westfield, announced last 
week that the Massachusetts State Senate 
passed legislation providing for $300 mil- 
lion in Chapter 90 funding. The funds will 
be distributed to all of the 351 cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth for their use 
to advance local bridge rehabilitation, in- 
frastructure improvement, and road main- 
tenance projects. Agawam will receive 
$1, 234, 491. 

“This funding is extremely important 
to our cities and towns as the construction 
season is already underway,’ Knapik said. 
“Maintaining an efficient and functional 
transportation infrastructure is critical to 
the local economy.” 

Under this plan, Chapter 90 funding 
would see an increase of $100 million, up 
from $200 million in 2012. The distribu-

tion formula for Chapter 90 takes into ac- 
count the number of miles of local road- 
way, population, and employment rate of 
each municipality. Monies are then dis- 
tributed as a reimbursement for approved 
bridge and roadway construction that has 
developed within the city or town. 

The communities within the 2nd Hamp- 
den and Hampshire District would receive 
$9,274,576, and increase of more than $3 
million over last year’s apportionment. 

The House of Representatives gave 
their stamp of approval during formal ses- 
sion Wednesday, April 24. The proposal 
will now head to Gov. Deval Patrick for 
his approbation. Once the bill is signed, 
the Governor must file a “terms bill” as 
the final step before the state treasurer can 
issue the bonds.

aged to tutor many of her peers throughout 
her high school career. She also got straight 
“A’s” herself and was prom queen at gradua- 
tion. “I have always wanted to be as normal 
as possible,” she said. 

So, although doctors advised her against 
going to college, she ignored their advice 
and earned a degree in psychology at Spring- 
field College. But it was done at great cost as 
she missed so much school that in order to 
graduate in time, she had to take 27 1/2 cred- 
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its in one semester. “I never slept during that 
time,” she said. 

In fact, she fainted so frequently on cam- 
pus that posters were put up with her photo, 
telling her peers and staff members it was 
not necessary to call 9-1-1 if they found 
her. “It would happen six or seven times a 
day,” she said, adding the loss of conscious- 
ness was caused by the intensity of her pain. 
“The disease has eaten through my nerves,” 
she explained. 

The vasculitis has progressed to Stage 3 
and Tierney takes 47 medications every day, 
gives herself an injection each week, gets 
injections in her spine every month and un- 
dergoes chemotherapy, and has to travel to 
Boston’s Children Hospital every week for 
treatment. She was the first person there to 
be diagnosed with the disease and has been 
written up in medical journals. The cause is 
unknown, but people are almost never seen 
with it before age 35 to 40. 

Tierney had 10 percent of her left lung re- 
moved at age 21, has been in a coma, gotten 
infections from medications and has cata- 
racts, degenerative disc disease, arthritis and 
osteopenia from the heavy dose of steroids 
she takes, which has also caused her weight 
to vacillate as much as 90 pounds. 

“Tt always feels like my lungs are on 
fire and I have neuropathy in my hands and 
feet,” she said, referring to pain and the lack 
of normal sensation. She also recently had 
eight molars removed due to an infection in 
her mouth caused by medication and needs 
money to pay for dentures, as she is unable 
to chew food as a result. 

But she refuses to let her condition get her 
down. “I am always sick, but everyone has 
things they have to overcome. You can wal- 
low it in and get behind or you can dig in and 
go forward,” she said. 

And that’s exactly what she does, because, 
“T will be in pain either way and you find 
things in life that are worth every second of 
the pain,” Tierney told the Agawam Adver- 
tiser News.

Libraries making a 


welcome comeback 


tis refreshing to learn that our local librar- 

ies are not becoming obsolete as some had 
suggested would happen with the advent of 
digital reading platforms like the Amazon 
Kindle and Barnes & Noble Nook or even 
online book stores. 

Libraries, like the Agawam Public Library 
located on Cooper Street, are adapting to 
changing technology and patrons by offer- 
ing not only books and reference material, 
but also audio books, CDs, DVDs, public 
computers and wireless Internet access, a 
digital catalog of e-books available to bor- 
row, and, in some cases, e-readers such as 
the Nook (available for patrons to check out 
at Agawam Public Library). The availabil- 
ity of these items allows Agawam patrons 
to watch their favorite movies or television 
shows or read their favorite authors in lieu of 
purchasing the material and/or cable televi- 
sion for their homes. 

The same can be said for other area librar- 
ies. And because Agawam Public Library 
is part of the Central/Western Massachu- 
setts Automated Resource Sharing, Inc. (C/ 
WMARS), a library consortium made up of 
155 member libraries, patrons here can bor- 
row items from any affiliated Western Mass 
library. 

One only needs to glance at “On the Shelf 
at Agawam Public Library” — found weekly 
in Agawam Advertiser News — to know that 
our local library is also offering highly en- 
gaging public enrichment programming - 
most of it for free - on an ongoing basis. 

Surely, this five-year deep recession has 
helped many libraries across the Common- 
wealth prosper. They are free to use and of- 
fer a wealth of information. The Wall Street 
Journal recently reported that “libraries 
across the country are reporting jumps in at- 
tendance of as much as 65 percent over the 
past year, as newly unemployed people flock 
to branches to fill out résumés and scan ads 
for job listings.” 

Libraries offering free Wi-Fi hotspots 
have also helped them, as have towns like 
Agawam that have resisted trimming the fat 
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off of library budgets during difficult eco- 
nomic times. 

The challenge with this comeback is of- 
ten maintaining staffing levels. Many librar- 
ies throughout the region have been forced 
to reduce hours and/or staffing without 
losing their highly valued state accredita- 
tion. Considering library records show that 
public usage has increased (however incre- 
mentally), the staffing challenge is a bit of a 


double-edged sword. While library budgets 
don’t account for usage increases that can 
be impossible to project one fiscal year out, 
municipal governments are looking at ways 
to control and squeeze costs for every town 
department and entity voters help fund. 
With budget public hearings just around 
the corner, we bring this positive trend to the 
public’s attention, especially given that you, 
as taxpayers, are supporting this entity. We 


urge you to reap the benefits of all that it has 
to offer. 

So the next time you’re looking for a way 
to spend your downtime — whether that’s by 
listening to music, watching a TV show on 
DVD, or reading a novel — be sure you stop 
into the Agawam Public Library. 

You'll benefit yourself while benefitting 
the town.

MassMutual. But she was forced to quit 
there in 2010 due to frequent fainting spells 
and pain that was so intense she would hide 
in the bathroom so people wouldn’t know 
the extent of her suffering. 

She had been living on her own, but due 
to lack of finances, has had to move back 
with her parents in their Agawam home. 
But when she gets down, she gets in her car, 
drives and listens to music. And if she is too 
weak to drive, she still retreats to the car and 
sits there with the music blaring. 

She is grateful to her doctors and the many 
people who have helped her. “Without them, 
I wouldn’t be here,” she said. But she needs 
to continue to get expensive medical treat- 
ment. “Our job as humans is to get a job and 
work. But when you are in a situation like 
mine, just getting out of bed some days is

the biggest employers in Agawam, accord- 
ing to Deborah Dachos, director of Planning 
and Community Development and member 
of the town’s energy commission. 

Cohen called it “clean, renewable energy,” 
and stressed that because the Main Street 
plant was built on a brown field, which oth- 
erwise couldn’t be developed because it was 
a dump site, the project is also “environmen- 
tally sound.” 

‘This was a perfect use for a piece of prop- 
erty that had no other profitable use,’ Dachos 
said about the Main Street site. 

The town will collect taxes from each lo- 
cation, Cohen added. 

An inauguration for the two solar power 
sites was held last week with Citizens Energy 
Corporation Chairman Joseph P. Kennedy II 
in attendance. He was joined by Cohen, HP 
Hood LLC owners John and Chris Kaneb, 
and Westmass Area Development Corpora- 
tion President Kenn W. Delude. 

“We’re proud to work with our partners 
here in Western Massachusetts to bring 
the promise of clean, carbon-free energy 
to the region,” said Kennedy, who founded 
the non-profit Citizens Energy Corporation 
in 1979. He went on to state that while the 


projects will provide “20 years of low-cost 
clean energy” to the town and HP Hood, it 
will also “generate revenues to provide en- 
ergy assistance to the poor and expand our 
ability to find new projects and create new 
pools of charitable funds.” 

Solar specifics 

The Main Street project is located on 10 
acres of a capped and closed landfull previ- 
ously used as a driving range. It will prevent 
the release of over 2,000 tons of carbon di- 
oxide emissions from non-renewable power 
plants while providing much-needed com- 
mercial tax revenue to the town. 

The Shoemaker Lane project was built on 
underutilized industrial land that is part of 
the Agawam Regional Industrial Park and 
has an installed capacity of 1.8 megawatts. It 
was developed in cooperation with Westmass 
Area Development Corporation, a non-profit 
company working with the Commonwealth 
to provide economic development. The site 
was bisected by the creation of Route 57, 
said Dachos. 

“Working with Citizens Energy, we were 
confident that this green energy project 
would be a success and a benefit to the com- 
munity of Agawam,” said Delude.

areas of the street have potholes and other 
deterioration because of how widely traveled 
it is. Six Flags New England traffic — as well 
as traffic for the Big E — are just two driving 
forces behind the road’s excessive use. 

Agawam Fire Department headquarters, 
senior center, and town hall are also located 
on Main Street. 

Albro said residents will likely see one 
lane of traffic throughout the construction 
period in certain areas while the roadways 
are broken down and prepared to be re- 
paved. 

MassDOT’s website identifies seven lo- 
cations of improvements. One is the inter- 
section at Main Street and River Road. The 
traffic signal at that location will be com- 
pletely reconstructed with new masts and 
arms, foundations, loops, and cables, as well 
as new signals. The road will also likely be 
widened slightly. 

According to Albro, Main Street is already 


one of the wider roads in Agawam with a 
width of 42 feet. Any widening to the road 
would have very little impact to homeown- 
ers along the road. 

One addition to Main Street will be a 
brand new set of traffic signals located at the 
Agawam Fire Station. The project proposes 
a traffic signal that would be activated by 
remote to stop traffic when firefighters and 
EMTs need to depart the station without the 
concern of interference from oncoming traf- 
fic. 

Albro said the town has had input on the 
project, but most of the oversight and work 
comes from MassDOT. He also said town 
officials will be monitoring the ongoing 
construction in a limited capacity during the 
year, but residents that are interested in view- 
ing the plans may visit Agawam Town Hall. 
There is a copy of the plan on file there. 

Albro also said some minor drainage is- 
sues will be addressed during the resurfacing 
part of the project.

CAR SHOW, from page 1 
was there just to put the details 
together. “At every meeting I 
had with community vendors, I 
invited a resident to come with 
me for input on ideas and so the 
men could see how the program 
was developing,” she added. 

The residents have not only 
been involved in planning the 
program, but they have also 
passed out flyers to staff and 
to family members who visit 
the facility. Almost every day, 
Deluck, for example, gives 
friendly reminders to the staff 
and families to come check out 
the show. 

“We’ve received tons of posi- 
tive feedback back from the 
staff,’ said Bolduc. “They’re 
happy to see a program like 
this that involves not only the 
residents but the staff, resident’s 
families, and the community.” 

A week of special programs 

The car show is the culmination of a week 
of special programs for residents. The week 
begins with a Western Day on Monday that 
will include a pie-throwing contest. Staff is 
encouraged to wear plaid and jeans. Tuesday 
is “Tuning in with Tuesday” that will feature 
all-day entertainment. Wednesday will be “A 
Day in Paradise” where residents can enjoy 
“mocktails” with a Jimmy Buffett theme. 
Thursday will be an all-day bingo and bowl- 
ing tournament. Friday will be a carnival with 
cotton candy, snow cones, popcorn, a tie-dye 
station, and a water balloon toss. 

Bolduc said the car show and other events 
are part of her goal to build a stronger rela- 
tionship between the facility and Agawam. 
She said the events are designed to show how 
Genesis Healthcare — the company that runs 
the Heritage Hall facilities — is reaching out 
to the community.

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I love crunchy tacos 
but they can certainly be 
messy! So how about a taco 
on a plate that you eat with 
a fork? Any flavor tortilla 
chip will work with this 
recipe but after preparing 
it many times, I prefer the 
nacho cheese flavor chips 
overall. Plain Greek yogurt 
is a great substitute for sour 
cream. Another optional 
topping is a drizzle of salsa 
on top of the sour cream or 
yogurt. Or, rather than the 
salsa — or in addition to — I 
like to combine a bit of dry 
taco seasoning with the sour 
cream or yogurt. 

Normally I use diced or 
shredded chicken but if you 
prefer to sauté some ground 
beef, it will work just fine. 
Just be sure to drain the fat and liquid before 
combining with the other ingredients. If you 
really want to be lazy, finely dice a quarter 
pound of very rare deli roast beef. 

Do not be intimidated by the number of 
ingredients in this recipe. Most of them are 
probably already in your pantry. 


Scrambled Chicken Tacos - 350° oven 


1/2 C. shredded Monterey Jack cheese 

1/2 C. shredded Cheddar cheese 

1/2 C. tomato sauce 

2 tsp. dry taco seasoning 

1 tsp. chili powder 

1/2 tsp. minced garlic 

1 T. chopped scallions 

2 T. finely chopped red or green pepper 

1/2 C. frozen white or yellow corn 

4 oz. shredded or diced, cooked chicken 
meat 

3/4 C. coarsely broken nacho cheese fla- 
vor tortilla chips

Blend both cheeses in a 
small bowl and set aside. 
In a large bowl; combine 
tomato sauce, taco season- 
ing, chili powder, garlic, 
scallions, red pepper, corn, 
and chicken. Set aside. 
Pour broken tortilla chips 
into the bottom of an 8 1/2” 
x 4 1/2” x 2 1/2” loaf pan 
that has been sprayed with 
nonstick cooking — spray. 
Layer 1/2 of chicken mix- 
ture evenly over the chips 
then sprinkle half of the blended cheese on 
top of the chicken mixture. Make a second 
layer of chicken and cheese. Bake for 30 
minutes in a 350° oven. Allow to set for five 
minutes before serving. Divide on two din- 
ner plates and top each serving evenly with 
lettuce, tomato, sour cream, and olives. Gar- 
nish with cilantro if desired and serve imme- 
diately. NOTES: Well-drained canned corn 
may be substituted for the frozen corn. This 
recipe is not recommended to make ahead. 
The corn chips will become mushy. Small 
bags of tortilla chips may vary in weight. 
One 2 oz. bag is sufficient.

Public hearings set for land takings, 
capital improvement 

The City Council, at its May 6 meeting, 
unanimously tabled a resolution authoriz- 
ing land takings for the Connecticut River 
Walk Loop, pending a public hearing. 

The two easements — one temporary 
and one permanent — are located in a sub- 
division that were previously owned by 
the developer of the property, said Deb- 
orah Dachos, director of Planning and 
Community Development. 

“[The developer] mistakenly filled out 
a donation form and we found out he had 
transferred the property to someone else,” 
she said, adding, “That individual did not 
want to donate.” 

Dachos said the easements, for proper- 
ty located on Michele Lane in Agawam, 
are “very small. 

“We’ve done the appraisals and we 
know how much they’re worth,” she 
said. 

The property is owned by Travis and 
Joanna K. Searles, according to the 
resolution submitted to the city council. 
Damages will be $270 for the temporary 
easement and $1,910 for the permanent 
easement. 

That public hearing will be held Mon- 
day, June 3. 

Also on June 3, the city council will 
hold a public hearing for the 2014-2018 
Capital Improvement Program (CIP), 
recently submitted by Agawam Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen. 

The CIP is required by the town char- 
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ter, Department of Revenue, and bond- 
ing agencies to provide for the planning, 
design, construction and renovation of 
a public building; an addition to public 
building; purchase of land or buildings 
for public purpose or long-range develop- 
ment study. Generally, it consists of about 
$20,000 and would last 10 years or more, 
said Cohen. 

Included in the CIP for this year are 
projected bond requests for phases two 
and three of the Southwest Area Sewer 
Extension Project; improvements or 
renovations to the police and fire depart- 
ments; highway department; traffic light 
improvements; wastewater and water de- 
partment equipment; replacement of per- 
mit tracking software and more. 

A total of $882,162 in capital improve- 
ments will appear in the fiscal year 2014 
budget, which is due to the council by 
May 15. 


South Westfield Street construction 
set for this season 

According to a May | memo from 
Agawam Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Christopher J. Golba to 
Councilor Donald M. Rheault and Cohen, 
construction and paving on South West- 
field Street in Feeding Hills is tentatively 
scheduled for this construction season. 

The preliminary work, including rec- 
lamation and reconstruction, will be 
completed in late summer with paving 
expected by early September. 

The estimated cost for the work on the 
approximately 3,900 feet of roadway is 
around $245,000.

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"CITY COUNCIL NOTEBOOK | Discovering the mysteries 


of The Fifteen Houses

Jeanne Claire Probst, the local author of 
The Fifteen Houses, visited the Agawam Pub- 
lic Library for April’s Author Talk series. 

The Fifteen Houses is set in East Long- 
meadow in the early 1950s. Julianne Margue- 
rite, the main character and one of 11 children, 
keeps a diary while she investigates reoccur- 
ring memories of her younger years. 

Determined to learn the mysterious motive 
that caused the downfall of her family, Juli- 
anne’s memories become the clues to finding 
out the true story, each opening a different door 
to the 15 different homes where she lived. 

“The story begins in East Longmeadow, 
continues in Springfield and away to another, 
undisclosed place,” said Probst. “Some people 
think Julianne moves to New Hampshire, New 
York or Vermont but it’s all up to the imagina- 
tion of the reader to decide where she goes.” 

The book, self-published through Outskirts 
Press in January 2013, ends on a positive note 
when Julianne reconnects with members of 
her family after being away for over 30 years 
and works at becoming the family that she 
feels they should have always been. 

“The book is all about surviving and mov- 
ing on. It takes readers on a fictional journey 
about a person who leaves behind the idea of 
staying a victim,” said Probst. “The author’s 
note is the most important page in the book 
because it shares how some real life experi- 
ences of my own are in the story. The book is 
not all based on my life, though.” 

Probst started writing in high school in 
English classes and has written much poetry 
over the years. She always dreamed of writing 
a book and The Fifteen Houses, her first pub- 
lished work, is fulfilling that dream. 

“T just finished the second book in the se- 
ries. That took about three months to write. 
The editors are planning on six more books, 
each highlighting a character from this origi-

nal story,’ said Probst, who also hopes one 
day in her retirement, she can write children’s 
books. 

The book tour is sponsored by Winter Tree 
Productions, which generously allowed Probst 
a stipend to dress up the table and offer re- 
freshments of gourmet cupcakes, cookies and 
chocolates. She also held a small raffle give- 
away of a copy of her book and signed books 
for the near dozen in the audience. 

Probst’s spring tour began March 5 and also 
included visits to libraries in Ludlow, Mont- 
gomery, Holyoke, Palmer, Longmeadow, 
Granby, South Hadley and Easthampton. She 
will start her summer book tour in late June.

aria Cicchetti worries about her chil- 

dren getting cancer — especially since 
members of her husband’s family have a his- 
tory with various types of the disease. 

“T want to see a cure for cancer. I don’t 
want to worry about my kids getting cancer,” 
said the Feeding Hills resident. 

Another Feeding Hills mother has the 
same wish — except that it’s too late for one 
of her children. Her only daughter — just 24 
— was recently diagnosed with ovarian can- 
cer.

The team, comprised of members and staff 
of the Curves fitness center in Feeding Hills, 
put on a show — Runway for Relay — with 
the help of Kohl’s department store.

at Springfield College with her mother. But 
during the past two years she became even 
more involved with the Relay for Life by 
forming a team in memory of her mother 
and her aunt. 

“My family members have been touched 
by cancer — that’s what motivates me,” said 
the Agawam native. “My mother passed 
away in 2012 of leukemia. She was just 46. 
My aunt died of breast cancer in 2005. She 
was only 32. They are my reasons for start- 
ing a team and for becoming so involved in 
the Relay For Life here in Agawam.” 


A personal $5,000 donation 

When Rossi asked Allen if Hard Rock 
could help out the team and the Relay in 
some way, he thought he might get some T- 
shirts or something else the team could sell 
or raffle.
